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I, David Sauason, of No. 
lleysestrusso, Miiuohen, Uuvuria, tier- 
uiuiiy, of Uerumu Nationality, do hereby 
declare the nature of this invention and in 
m what mantier thu same is to be performed, 
to particularly described and ascer- 
tained in and by tlu; following state- 
ment : — 

Tin's in wnt ion relates to impiowmeiits 
in tin* apparatus for hot and cold treat- 
ment of the inner female genitals 
described and shown in Patent No. 
•J7S. IS.S. Affording to this patent 'J78,4>*M 
tin* apparatus consists of an inflatable 
bladder designed to be introduced in 
collapsed state and of a water bag with 
e barging hole Trom which the water ran 
be fon-ed under presMire into the inserted 
rubber bladder. The bladder and the bag 
are connected by a mouth piece adapted 
H» be shut oflf by means of a cock and y 
a connecting sleeve. On this connecting 
sleeve the inflatable bladder is moun*M, 
the water bag being tied on the nioiitn 
ox piece or clamped on the same. 

This invention has for its object, lo 
provide* better and more practical connec- 
tion means for connecting the expansible 
bladder with the sleeve and for connecting 
3q the bladder with the water bag, in order, 
mi the one hand, to prevent the bladder 
slipping oflf and the joint getting leaky 
and, on the other hand, to obtain 
greater freedom of movement of the 
Sri w,l * Rr vv bich is designed to be used for 
the external treatment of the abdomen. 

The invention consists in that the 
bladder made of very thin rubber has a 
strengthened rubber neck to be placed on 
the connection-olive, and the connection 
of the water bag on the olive of the con- 
necting piece is obtained by means of 
a flexible tube of greater length. 

An embodiment of the invention is 
shown in the only figure of the accom- 
panying drawing iu elevation partly in 
sect ion. 

The tube h designed for the introduc- 
tion of the inflatable rubber bladder h is 
50 formed as an extension of a thick olive c l 
of a connection piece on which the bladder 
is mounted, said connection piece having a 
second olive c 2 of less great diameter 
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designed to bo inserted into the end of a 
hV\Ude tube i the other end of which i* 55 
directly connected to the water bag n ; A 
tube clamp k cf known typo serves to shut 
oil the communication between bag a und 
the bladder /* or inversely. Instead of 
this tube clamp a cock might be insetted qq 
at a suitable point in the tube or m<iiinti •) 
on the olive <;*. Owing to the uibe con- 
nection a greater freedom of movement of 
the water bag a is obtained so that the 
person who uses the apparatus can phn e ^ 
the u;tter bag on the abdomen to u.-e it 
for example as a hot water hot lb*, the 
bladder being used for t he internal 
treatment. 

The rubber neck h l of the bladder /* is 70 
strengthened so that it can be placed over 
the thick olive c 1 of the connection piece 
without tearing and without the use of 
any other securing means as for instance 
tieing. or a rubber ring, bead or the likt\ 75 
Such safety means for lixing the bladder 
have j) roved not to be very practical, as 
by tieing the very thin bladder is easily 
damaged or cut through, and as rings or 
heads of small diameter cannot be moved 80 
over an olive of larger diameter, if they 
are narrow, and if they are wide enough 
they do not pro* luce a suiiicientlv strong 
tension to prevent the expanded bladder 
slipping off the olive under the water 85 
pressure. If such connecting means are 
used the joint between the Idadder and 
the connection tube will get leaky very 
soon so that the apparatus could not be 
used by a person lying in bed. 90 

The strengthened rubber neck h l of the 
bladder ensures the secure hold on the 
olive and withstands the water pressure 
existing in the bladder, so that no leak- 
ing can occur. The bladder can easily be 95 
removed, this being necessary for hygienic 
and other reasons, and a smooth outer sur- 
face is obtained at the joint as neither 
strings, beads or rings, which might 
cause pain or injuries are necessary. The 100 
thickening of the neck of the bladder 
can be obtained for example by repented 
dipping into a rubber solution and allow- 
ing to set hard. 

Having now particularly described and 105 
ascertained the nature of inv said inven- 
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
